London, November 26 — Ijondon 
newspapers regard the agraamant ba- 
twaan tha Geraan Soldiera' and 
Workmen's council and the govern- 
ment as a aevelopment of the grp.it- 
est importance and as tantamount to 
the overthrow of the Bbert-Haas com- 
bination and tha adoption, at least 
theoretioally, of the existing Russian 
system. 

Copenhagen, November .26 — An 
agreement has bean reached between 
the Oarmaa Soldiara* and Workmen's 
council and the government, it is of- 
ficially announced In Berlin. The 
agreement provides: 

"First— All Political power Is to be 
In the hands of the Qerman Socialist 
republic and the Soldiers' and Work- 
men's council. 

"Second — Their aim is to refpnd and 
develop what has been achieved by the 
revolution and to suppress all coun- 
ter-revolutionary activity. 

"Third — Pending the election of 
representatives of the Soldiers' and 
Workmen's council of the German re- 
public, the Bxecutive council In Ber- 
lin is to exercise its functions. 

"Fourth — ^The appointment and dis- 
missal of all members^of the various 
legislative bodies of the republic, and 
until the final conatitutlon is estab- 
lished, of Prussia, are to be made by 
the Central Executive council, which 
also has the right of control. 

"Fifth— Before the cabinet appoints 
assistant ministers the BxaouUve 
council must bo consulted. 

"Sixth — A convention of dpiuiilps 
drawn from the Soldiers' and Work- 
men's councils is to be summoned as 
soon as possible."

With the Amerioan Amiir of Occupa- 
tion, NOTembar SS— AmiHoan forces 
now are aeroas tha Oartian frontier. 
Signal corps and ambulance con>s 
units were the first to cross. Tlie 
Gorman population is showInK tlicm 
every consideration. Among the in- 
stallers recorded is that of a oolnmn of 
German infantry and trucks with- 
drawing to the side of a road to allow 
the automobile of an American olBcer 
to pass. The Germans are reported 
as whistling and singing happily dur- 
ing their retirement. Al shortage of 
horaea appears to he hlidering their 
movements somewhat O^n have been 
pressed into serrioa. AniDiis the most 
eltectire work done by tl^ Americans 
is Ihe rebuilding of rallrhikd Ihies. Ten 
thousand American sotdtbrs now are 
BO engaged. The ralli^Md between 
Verdun and Metz virtually has been 
rebuilt by them. This probably will 
he the principal line of communica- 
tion for the American army of ooon- 
pnticn. The Americana also Ikim' 
cleared away tlie last of tlic (liTTiian 
bnrriors in front of the Verdun dis- 
trict. It was necessary to dynamite 
some heavily built concrete pillars 
across the roads and at' frequent in- 
tervals In the open country.

"Information has been received that

"Furthermore, we learn that food 
supplies of which the United States 
had belli out a prospect will be held 
up toniporarily In Rotterdam and Oop- 
eniiaRen because tlic American Gov- 
ernment intended to wait and see 
whether Germany is able to niye the 
assurances demanded by America for 
a free constitution and a fair diatrlb- 
utlon of supplies."

Althouth Btrlpping Is one of tha big- 
gest and oost tadious part of handling 
ihe tobaoeo etap and although there 
la a big ahortage of labor in Mason 

county, it la expected that the growers 
will get their crop ready in good time 
and have it In good shape. 

The housing of the crop was expect- 
ed to show up the shortage of farm la- 
bor in this sect ion and it was feared 
tiiat tlic fanners would iiave trouble 
to get till' tobacco cut and in the barn 
but frost found little of the crop In 
the patch. It is expected that the 
farmers will meet the labor situation 
In the same manner with their strip- 
ping that they met the housing prob- 
lem. 

Bvery indication is that there will 
be quite a bit of tobacco stripped and 
ready tor tha opening on December 
loth. The opening sales are always 
good ones and the growers are always 
anxious to get a small load at least on 
the opening sales. 

Late Indications are tliat tobacco 
will not be so high tliis season as 
some had expected it would be during 
the spring and summer.

With joy and thankfulnew in the news received of a eteady de 

ereaae in the extent of the influenza epidomic in tlic I'.msI A. cnnling 
to reports from soveral largo eilics ravaged by tlu- plague, business 
and industry arc gradually recovering their normal state. Chaos 
and disaster are rapidly disappearing from the amusement world. 
After the most severe setback in its history it is resuming activity 
with nil its nccustoiiH'd forco niul energy. 

It is particularly a matter of pride for New York, the center of 
the amusement industry, that it weathered the epidemic with a small- 
er percentage of mortality than has obtained in cities which unlike 
the metropolis, closed their theaters. 

This significant fact again emphasizes the great moral force of 
the theater. One need not be a slu.l. iit of i)s.vehology to appreciate 
that mental distraction mitigates pliysical siift'ering. With proper 
precautions taken, the average citizen of New York did not feel that 
'he was exposing himself to contagion in patronizing houses of public 
amusement that afl'orded every hit as good healtii safeguards as his 
home. 

Indeed, in this respect the safer place in hundreds of instants 
would have been the theater. That this is no exaggeration will be 
appreciated when Dr. Coi)eland'8 tribute to the theaters of New York 
is recalled. The health commissioner stated that these were in as 
good sanitary condition as any hospital. Conviction on this point 
guided him in his eoiirse of denying the hysterieal requests from 
several sources that a closing he effeeted here as elsewlierc. 

The theaters, in fact, did much to e(>iiil)at tlie spread of the dis- 
ease in other ways than hy indirectly aiding its suppression. The.v 
saw to it thai the health regulations were enforced among their pa- 
trons, impressing on thousands of tlics.. Utv the first lime that it is in 
little things, such as expectorations, sneezing and coughing, that the 
great danger lurks. 

The suppression of Spanish inthienza in New York is a triumph 
for the thcattn-s as well as for medieal science. 



A UABTYR RECALLED 

It is interesting to note lliat .iiist at the nioiiienl of the eoilapsi 
of the Pru.ssian system .Minister lirand Wliitlock's cuirent serin 
account gives the first full details of the murder of Edith Cnvell, ai 
event tliat was see(tnd only to tin destruction of tiie l-nsitania" i 
awakening the world, and especially the l iiiled States, to a realiza 
tion of the black iniquity of that system. Ministi r Wliitloek show 
that Miss Cavell could not have been condemned and executed evei 
under (ierinaii military law. rigorous and cruel as that was, that suel 
a "law" was maiiufaetni-ed and aiiiionneed only after the event in i i 
spouse to the world's outcry. Miss Cavell "s unpardonable otTens 
was, not that she helped hiding Englishmen and Belgians to escap 
to Holland, hut that she was iMifxlish and that the (ierinaiis wei 
infuriated by the gains being made hy theliritish army at that time 

Miss Cavell "was English," says Minister Wliitloek, "and so 
they slew her — slew the nurse who had cared for their own wounde(* 
sodiersl" Of this devoted woman and frail martyr Mr. Whitlo 
says further; "The modest Ensrlisli nurse whose strange fate it was 
to be so suddenly summoned from the dim wards of sickness and o 
pain to a high place among the world's heroes and martyrs will hav 
in happier, freer tiiiies, her moinnnent in Brussels; the sehool she 
founded will he called aft< r her and continue her mission of healing 
in the earth. And when the horror of her cruel and unjust fate shall

tions or exi uses, with a plain record 
of duty faithfully and disinterestedly 
performed." 

This high sentiment was the wateh- 
wor din the political field this year al- 
most up to the eve of the election of 
November 6. But during the last week 
of the campaign it was thrown to the 
winds and as a result there developed, 
during that brief tl/ie, one of the bit- 
terest contests the country has ever 
known. The elections are now over 
and their results are known to all. But 
in order to complete our record we 
must sketch the leading features of 
this historic political war; which is 
tii'coiHlary in importance only to the 
great war itself. 

Reports from ail over, the country 
indicaleil that it was prett\ cerlnin 
the RopublicanB would have a iiKijiM- 
ity in the next house and probably al- 
so in the senate, s an eleventh-hour 
measure to save the day for his party, 
the president waa induced to tSRiie a 
proclamation in which he conjured 
bli "fellow countrymen" to eleoa dem- 
oeratle oongvess which would do as he 
■aid. 

He started by telling the people that 
be is their "servant" and assuring 
them that he would "aoept their Judg- 
ment without civil"; but he said "no 
scruple (if tasle must. In grim times 
like thcKe. he allowuil to stand in the 
way of Kiiealiing the plain truth." 
Then he blazed away. 

He would iKil g(i so far as to fay 
that "any political parly is paramount 
111 matleiB of pal ridtism." The Uepiih- 
llcan iiilnorlly In congress, he admit- 
ted, had been "pro-war," but Where 
they had been wrong was in being 
"antl-adnlnlatration," To elect a Re- 
publloan oongrMS now would "divide 
tba laadorahlp," wbaraai what was 
n«Ml«d waa that "the iu|tiM MtouKI 
give Its undivided support to the gov- 
•rnment under a unitad leadarship,"

"sought to take the conduct of the war 
out of his hands," and this was "no 
time for dlvtdod nuunrll."

The Kepubllcan leaders, having 
tlniB been notified that politics was re- 
coi: .ened, at once got busy on a series 
of counter-attacks. A broadside was 
issued signed by Senators Liodge and 
Smoot and Representuti\ oj Qillett and 
Kess. The president was condemned 
for interfering and trying to dictate 
In elections. The case of Michigan 
was cited, where he had picked Henry 
Ford for the senate — a man who was 
"notorious for his advocacy of peace 
at any piice and Ium a son ex- 

oniiiled friiiu milituiy service" — simp- 

i.\' hecuiise Ford would "blindly sup- 
port liini." 

Tlie president ii.u-l ailiiiit. Iliey said, 
tliat Itcpuhllcaiis were "li'yal enough 
to take up great loans and pay enor- 
mous taxes." furnished imiiorlani men 
at no salary, for sopie of the great war 
boards, and supply at least half of the 
soldiers— but they were "not loyal 
enough to be trusted with any share 
in the government of the country." If 
the RapubUcans were given control of 
congress there /would be man y re- 
forms made, it was declared. Repre- 
sentative Kahn of California, a Re- 
publican who had had to take charge 
of the president's first draft bill and 

pilot II throimll. wlu'li llrllt. till' nelMO- 

cratic cliairiiKin, t)all<eil. would lie put 
in at llie liead of llie military commit- 
tee for inslMMi e. Kilcliiu. who had 
voted anainsl llir war, woiilil be re- 
moved as liie chalrnian of the ways 
and means committee and an able 
statesman would be put in hU place. 
And Hpeaker Clark, who had alio op- 
posed the draft bill and other war

The statement then cited the Con- 
gressloQal Record to show \(hal the 
actual rocordH of the two partle* had 



been on the great war measures. On 
Dl roll-calls on war bills the votes 
cast by Republicans in favor of such 
bills were 76 per cent, of the party ' 
strength while only 67 por cent, of I 
the Democrats supported them. In- ! 
stead of hampering the president as he j 
had charged, the Re publicans had | 
given him better support than his own , 
party had. It was jiolnted out: in fait 
the Uepubllcans had made a record 
for loyally and unsellislnie is which' 
was "unprecedented in political his- j 
tory." 

It was adiiMtled thai lliere were 
"some donieslic i|iiestiiii; : ' on wlprli 
the .Itepulilicans differed from the 
' nemocials w ho are in |inwer. For j 
example their idea of jiislice was not 
liillilled when the farmer's wheat was 
price-flxed and the planter's cotton 
was exempted and allowed to remain 
a subject of profiteering. Also the Ue- 
publlcans did not believe that con- 
gress should be excluded from taking 
a full part in the "economic prepara- 
tion for the coming ponce." 

"This Is not the president's personal 
war. nor the war ot congress or of 
Ihe nemocralii' or Kopubllcun party, 
hut It is the war of tlie people. It Is 
'more: It Is the war of the allied pow- 
ers, of tho civilized world, against the 
harharism of Germany," said tho 
r.tateinent. Hence It was unjust that 
half the citizenship of this country 
should be deprived of Ita rightful 
share In the measures that are to be 
adopted. 

If the Republicans were entrusted 
with power in congress they would do 
everything poialble "to drive the war

It is "aut Caesar, 
aut mullus" — as in the old Roman 
days either Caesar or nobody, he said. 

Mr. Taft declared that the president 
had adopted various war policies only 
with great reluotanoaiand after hs had 
been pushsd to It by Republican press- 
ure. He said that "a ahiver went 
through the hearts of tho American 
people" when the underlying meaning 
of the president's pence proposals was 
discovered and the "danger of o nego- 
liateil peace" was realized. Our allies 
had also felt grieved and anxious over 
the president's dangerous course and 
"only the torrent of American public 
opliiiim" which demanded uncondi- 
tional surrender had headed off trou- 
ble. A Republican congress, he said, 
"would forever end the danger of a 
negotiated peace." 

Dr, N. M. Butler, president of Co- 
lumbia univarslty, dwiounosd tha pre- 
sident's avp^l as "Just f plain at- 
tempt at piriltieal profttaoring." Not 
In many years have aowspapars and 
publlo man uaad suoh plain and ugly 
terma In apaaUng of a prssldant. Taft 
said tho mala troubia with tba prasl- 
dent'a statamoat was tlutt It waa not 
true. 

The New York Bya iB • half-page 
editorial article dsolaroa that the 
president has made a break which 
' iiiiisi caiiHu arlef. If not apprehen- 



sion to his most loyal admirers." It 
spoaka ot the "utter falseness" of the 
prasldent's charges and it brands his 
appeal as "an unnecessary dehnsc- 
ment of presidential digiiily and nn 
unblushing misapiiroprialioii to Ihe 
vulgar uses of partisan electioneering 
of a causs that knows no partisan- 
ship." 

It condemns the president's use of 
vague and dangerous language, whose 
real meaning cannot be understood. 
He said that the election results 
would be watched with anxiety "on 
the other side of the water," The 
Sun asks whether the president was 
speaking of Oermany, or of our allies, 
when he mentioned those "on the oth- 
er side ot the water" whose opinion 
he was so solicitous about. 

The Democrats in congress stole a 
march hy getliim il r - r. - iiient's man- 
ifesto printed ii ongresslonal 
Record, so It could lie printed and 
sent out all over the land as a free 
public document, at public expense. 
This was one of the abuses which the 
Democrats said they would correct 
when they got Into control, but this 
time the crisis was so great that they 
could stop at nothing and it was "any- 
thing to win."

<46,000, This Is 978,000 per mile. Or 
mora than 914 a toot, or about 91.26 
an inch Rural Welfare gets these fig- 
ures from the State Highway Com- 
mission of New Jersey. No doubt the 
road is necessary, but this Is a lot of 
money. The pulilic pockotlioxik used 
to turn pale when we talked about 
$10,000 a mile for roads. The hysteria 
of the hlghpowered hlgh-cost-road 
promoter la in full hloom now. 

Ill Ohio there is another high cost 
examiile of politics and pull. Pour 
miles of a certain type of road at a 
cost of nearly $47,000 per mile, 
against the protest of a majority of 
the abutting property owners, is an- 
other sample of the high-powered pro- 
moter's work. If properly managed 
there ought to be a clear profit ot 917,- 
000 a mile In this bold stunt. 

There are many miles ot roads in 
every State,- where from 91,000 to $1,- 
600 per mile would put the road In 
good clnditlon. There Is seldonr any 
graft or rake-off in repairing good 
roads. Farmers neglect to look after 
the public dollar as they do their own 
dollar. If forty miles of roads can he 
put In good condition for $47,000, more 
people will he served than if this big 
sum is spent on one mile and a few- 
smart chaps get several thousand dol- 
lars profit. 

Why should public road offlcials 
permit sucr stunts?

After New Tear, ul Prieea Drop. 

Owenaboro, Ky., November '26 — ^The 
Kentucky whlakey market haa been 
aotive the paat week, and ordera. (or 
bot^ed whlakiea are ao great that bot- 
tling houaea at lome distilleries are 
four or Iva weeka behind In their 
work. 

Receipts at the Internal revenue of- 
floea of taxes on spirits withdrawn are 
heavy, and at the Loupiavllle oflice the 
olerka are now three days oehind In 
leaning atampa. 

Prlcea of whlakey alnce the paa- 
aage by Congreea of the prohibition 
law have not yet materially changed. 
The younger whiskies made In 1918 
and 1917 are quoted at $1-40 lo $1.50. 

On October 1, 101 S, nccording to the 
Commissioner of Internal iievennc's 
reporls, tlier rcniainoil in bund in Ibis 
country i;!6, 000.000 khHiuis of wliisk- 
les and spirits. There were with- 
drawn from bond in tlie past year 
(since the $3.20 tax went on) 28,000,- 
000 gallons. 

It la estimated there will atiU ire- 
main In bond on July 1, 1919, when 
the wartime prohibition begina, 80,- 
000,000 gallona. 

It la believed in the market that the 
preaent strong demand for older whis- 
kiea will continue until tho holidays, 
but after the new year there will be a 
a slump in sales and prices. 

The increased war tax on whiskies 
contemplated in the bill now before 
Congress will not begin until after the 
llrBt of tlie now year.
